THE GREAT WAR. 


SKIRMISHES ALL THE 
ACTIVITY APPARENT. 


Kouropatkinis Keeping in Contact With 
The Entire Japanese Front. 


Russian Scouts Report that Main Force of the Enemy — 
is Centered in the Vicinity of the Yentai Mines—To- 

go's Blockade of Port Arthur Effective, Which Has ' 
Discouraging Effect Upon the Garrison There. ~

SSOCIATED PRESS HEAD- 
A avanrers (N, Y.) Sept. 28.— 

Outpost skirmishes constitute the 
sum total of disclosed activities on 
the Liao and Taitse rivers in Manchu- 
ria. Gen. Kouropatkin is reported to 
be keeping in contact with the entire 
Japanese front.: Russian scouts report 
that the main Japanese force is cen- 
tered in the vicinity of the Yentai. 
mines. Fresh troops and con- 
valescents are arriving at Mukden in 
large numbers. The railway north of 
Mukden is proving of much value to 
Gen. Kouropatkin in bringing supplies 
for his army, as well as reinforce- 
ments. 

Chinese arriving at Chefoo report 
that the Japanese attacks on Port Ar- 
thur have resulted in heavy losses to 
the assailing forces, while the Rus- 
sians have suffered comparatively lit- 
tle. 

QUIET STILL PREVAILS. 

MUKDEN, Sept. 28.—Many §skir- 
mishes and reconnoissances are re- 
ported to headquarters here, but ex- 
cept for these, quiet still prevails. In 
the fighting that has been taking 
place the Russian scouts have almost 
invariably shos superiority over the 
Japanese, both in riding and fighting 

The Japanese movement up the 
Taitse River appears to be by a com- 
paratively small force. 

Raiding parties from the Russian 
army bring in many prismers. 

Beautiful autumn v wther contin- 
ues. 

Reinforcements are rapidly arriving. 
Over one thousand convalescents have 
returned to duty Officers are dis- 
tributing the reserve of stores that 
were brought up from Liao Yang, as 
adequate supplies are now coming ia 
from the north. 

+ Details of the fighting near Inpu, 
between Bentsiaputze and the rail- 
road, September 26, show that Gen. 
Mistchenko’s scouts! accompanied by 
a battery of artillery, attacked a Japa- 
nese position where there were a 
battery of artillery, two squadrons of 
cavalry and two companies of infan- 
try. 

JAPS SHELLED OUT. 

The Japanese were shelled out of 
their position on a hill and suffered 
heavy loss. As they retired the Rus- 


when they. too, retired under cover 
of darkness, having lost only three 
men. 


The Japanese are sending out large 
parties of scouts daily with the object 
of checking the Russians’ continuous 
raids. 

The march of Gen. Rennenkampff's 
Cossacks around the Japanese right 
flank, which was mentioned in these 
dispatches September 26, was a re- 
markable performance. Accompanied 
by a battery of artillery, the Cossacks 
covered eighty miles in fifty-two hours. 
They struck the enemy north of Bent- 
siaputze September 19, and thence con- 
tinued south, circling the Japanese right 
flank and coming unexpectedly on the 
Japanese line near Bentsiaputze on 
the bank of the Taitse River, Septem- 
ber 22, inflicting much damage. The 
Japanese were thrown into great con- 
fusion, but the Cossacks retired with 
a loss of only two killed. 

JAPS READY TO.MARCH. 

[BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS—P.M.} 

LONDON, Sept. 29.—The Dally 
Mail's Liao Yang correspondent, tel- 
egraphing September 23, says: 

“The winter equipment for the Jap- 
anese troops is completed. Fresh sup- 
plies of ammunition have arrived end 
the army is ready td march at a mo- 
ment’s notice.

CONTINUES SKIRMISHES. 

{HY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS—P.M.) 

ST. PETERSBURG, Sept. 29, 3 a.m. 
—Movements at the front, so far as 
disclosed by the meager dispatches 
received here, are confined almost en- 
tirely to continuous outpost skir- 
mishes by meansof which Gen. Kouro- 
patkin is keeping in close touch with 
the Japanese along the whole of their 
front.

War Office concludes that Field Mar- 
shal Oyama has not yet begun to press 
his advance from Sianchan or up the 
Liao River Valley, indicating that 
there is still further delay in the gen- 
eral advance. 

The Associated Press is now author- 
ized to definitely deny the statement 
that the Japanese any force have 
crossed the Hun ver about fifty 
miles from Mukden. There is no evi- 
dence that the Japanese turning move- 
ment is nearly so exten The only 
Japanese at this point are: the scouts 
reported in these dispatches Septem- 
ber 26. 

The only information received from 
Gen. Kouropatkin, timed 3 p.m. yester- 
day, is to the effect that the Japanese 
outposts east of the railroad along 
the Shakhe River continue to throw 
out smail detachmepts, but they are 
invariably met and repulsed by the 
Russian cavalry, which maintains 
close contact. along the whole Japa- 
nese line. Daily skirmishes are oc- 
curring, but none of an important char- 
acter. 

A herd of cattle and a few horses 
have been captured by Cossacks. 

According to informatian brought in 
by Russian scouts, the main Japanese 
forces are still concentrated along the 
Yefitai branch railroad, and reinforce- 
ments are still crossing the Taitse 
River, using two pontoons at Bensihu, 
five miles due east of Yentai station. 
From the latter fact, it would appear 
that preparations for the Japanese ad- 
vance are more backward than here- 
tofore supposed. 

COSSACKS MAKE ATTACKS. 

(RY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS—A.M.1 
ST. PETERSBURG, Sept. 28.—A dis- 

patch from Gen, Kowuropatkin dated 
yesterday afternoon announces that nu- 
merous skirmishes have occurred along 
most parts of the Russian front. The 
Japanese have not altered their posi- 
tions eaSt of the rallroad and confine 
themselves to outpost attacks to the 
north, all of which so far have been 
repulsed. 

The general adds: “On the night of 
Sept. 26, Cornet Mikhelff, with a de- 
tachment of Ural Cossacks, attacked 
the Japanege bivouacked at Khouandl, 
causing a great panic. The same day 
the Orenburg Cossacks laid an ambush 
for half a equadron of Japanese caval- 
ry, who returned their fire, but soon re- 
tired, having sustained considerable 
loss and leaving several dead on the 
field.” 

Reconnoissances by the Russian 
troops have established the fact that 
the main Japanese forces are still 
along the branch railroad to the Yen- 
tai mines. Both sides are in con- 
stant contact. Gen. Samonoff’s troops 
particularly have \had frequent en- 
counters, but have sustained few 
casualties. 

The Japanese have constructed 
pontoon bridges over the Taitse River 
at Pensihu.

and drainage investigations. This is 
the most important work of the kind 
attempted by the department, thus 
forming a new feature of investiga- 
tions along agricultural lines: re, 
judging from this report, it covers s 
broad and important field. The bul- 
letin has special practical value, from 
the fact that local field conditions 
have been examined and dealt with and 
methods of treatment which are ap- 
plicable to each case briefly discussed. 
- The application of drainage to irri- 
gated lands is shown to occupy an im- 
portant place in the restoration of 
fields which have passed beyond the 
limits of profitable production by rea- 
son of over-irrigation, or by reason of 
the lack of natural drainage facilities 
to care for the surplus water used-in 
irrigation. The description of the ex- 
amination made at Fresno, Cal., durihg 
.803 shows the method of arriving at 
the volotiie Of Waiter 
removed from the soil "A Dp 
drainage of about twenty-five square 
miles of territory is suggested, to 
meet these water conditions, and also 
the peculiar nature of the sojl and 
character of crops grown in that local-/ 
ity.

The gravity of the situation 
and the importance of the results 
which would follow If drainage were 
provided for in this noted vineyard 
country are sufficient reasons for the 
careful work thus far done.

etoi’s son, Leo, in an article in

Nevertheless, young Tolstoi says, 
the peasants are al! united in 
agreeing that the war must be 
fought out until Japan is sub- 
dued.

the European-Asiatic continent, 
just as in the days of Peter it 
wef for the west shores Just 
as in the war with the Swedes 
we suffered at Narva, but con- 
quered at Poltava. we are now 
suffering reverses at the hands 
of the Asiatic Swedes, but there 
will come a day when Japan will 
be vanquished.” 

In concluding, young Tolstoi 
predicts the triumph of Russia, 
which, he declares, “is destined 
to become, instead of England, 
the greatest nation In the world.”

The president of 
the Congress. David J. Brewer, asso- 
ciate Justice of the Supreme Court of 
the United States, was greeted with 
an ovation of applause. He spoke 
briefly, saving on part: 

“T affirm that the work of the law- 
yer and jurist. invisible as it may be 
to the physica! eye, is of far-reaching 
value to humanity, for of what avail 
would be all the achievements of saci. 
ence if life, liberty and property were 
not made sacred by the just adminis- 
tration of law?’ The fabric of our 
civilization is indeed a thing of beau- 
ty, but it is made strong and enduring 
only by the golden thread of equa 
act and universal justice. All th a- 
terial splendor of this exposition will 
s00n pass away, but the work done 
in the various congresses here gath- 
ered will make an enduring impression 
upon our advancing social life.

“PHOID FEVER 


HEALTH DEPARTMENT THOR. 
OUGHLY ALARMED. 


Death Rate Since the Beginning of 
Summer Has Been Much Higher 


Than Formerly — Seventy-four 
Fatalities in the Three Weeks 
Just Ended. 


(RY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS-—P.M } 

NEW YORK, Sept. 28.—Greater New 
York is at present threatened with 
what may be the severest epidemic of 
typhoid fever in its history. Not only 
are the number of typhoid cases re- 
ported the three weeks of September 
ending last Saturday greater than that 
of any month last year, but «ince the 
beginning of the summer. the death 
rate has been so much higher than for- 
meriy that the Health Department is 
now thoroughly alarmed, and._is bend- 
ing every effort toward checking the 
disease. When it is considered that 
the spread of typhoid last year was 
greater than it had been for many 
years, the gravity of the present eitua- 
tion is indicated. 

For the three weeks just ended, the 
total number of cases reported at the 
Health Department was 441. The fa- 
| talities numbered 4, or a death rate 
of nearly 20 per cent. Last vear, dur- 
ing the worst month, October, the 
largest number of cases in New York 
was °24 and the highest death rate ar 
any time during the year was 15.4 per 
cent.

campaign for the Mayoralty or re- 
election to the Council from the Sev- 
enth Ward if he fails to receive the 
Democratic nomination for Mayor. H's 
lead-pipe cinch on playing safe to keep 
hie name on the city pay roll has a se- 
rious flaw in it, 

Yesterday, after consuliation with 
Mayor Snyder and other friends, Jos- 
eph W. Toms, proprietor of the Hote! 
Toms, at No. 651 Central avenue, came 
out for the Democratic nomination for 
Counctiman from the Seventh Ward. 
This is in direct opposition to the Kern 
programme and is likely to result in 
the undoing of that sure-thing states- 
man. 

Kern has for a long time made no se- 
cret of his ambition to sit in the May- 
or’s chair. He has formally 3n- 
nounced his candidacy for the Demo- 
cratkh nomination to succeed Mayor 
Snyder, and is, in fact, considered Hi-- 
zoner's most aggressive opponent. Br' 
while prepared to make a vigorous 
campaign for the Mayoralty, the as- 
tute Councilman from the Seventh has 
not been burning the bridges behind 
him. The Mayor, with the assistan-e

The grourd ewell that was to come 
for poor Parker in the latter half of 


, September has not made its appear- 


ence. Many of the Parker dupes, sur- 
prised at the lack of popular interest 
In his candidacy, said shortly after his 
nomination in St. Louis that July and 
August might not develop anything in 
his favor. but that there was sure t- 
he a boom for him in September. Al- 
though the mecnth is nearly ended the 
epathy oa his side gets denser and 
Censer. There is not the faintest sign 
of any awakening in popular interest 
in favor of the Democratic party or 
candidate The signs, indeed, are all 
in the other direction. Oregon's unex- 
ampled majority for the ticket in June 
stowed that the conditions were all fa- 
vorable to the Republicans just before 
the nomnation of the candidates ani 
the opening of the national campaign. 
elec‘‘ons in Vermont and Maine, 
two months after the candidates were 
rleced tn the field, told the same story. 
The verdict of the two last named 
Siates was that the Republicans were 
likcly to hold in 1904 all the States 
Which they carried in 1900. 

Like Parker in 1904, Greeley, in the 
early part of 1872, looked for the 
ground swell that never came. Not 
even whea North Carolina in August 
rolled up a majority against the Demo- 
erats end when Vermont and Maine in 
September repeated the same story did 
the candidate of the Democrats and 
the Republican bolters despair. Nor did 
the adverse majority in Ohio and In- 


_diana shake nis faith in his success in 


November. He felt sure that with the 
schism in the Republican party, the 
coalition of Democrats and the Repub- 
lean seceders would be sure to carry 
the country. Greeley’s theory. ex- 
presse lon; before that time, was that 
every party ought t, dissolve in about 
twelve years and permit a genera! re- 
alenment of the voters on new issues. 
To him the bolt against the Republi- 
cans, which began in Missourt in 1870 
under Benjamin Gratz Brown and Carl 
Schurz, ana which expanded over the 
country in 1872, meant the general dis- 
solution of the Republican party. He 
had been one of the Republican party's 
founders, «nd was now to be the lead- 
er in the new dispensation under which 
the new parties were to be established 
on new issues, without any reference 
to slavery, secession and rebellion 
which the Republican party in the war 
Cays killed. His success in 1872, as he 
viewed it. was to dissolve the Democ- 
racy as well as the Republican party, 
and estabilsh new organizations on new 
iesues. 

Poor Parker is also a dupe to his 
own tmagination, providing he at any 
time expected to win. Nothing short of 


* af sweeping revolution in political sen- 
timent could give the Democrats the } 


victory, and there is not the faintest 
trace of any such change anywhere. 
Arkansas’s vote two weeks ago, in 
which Jeff Davis's plurality fell off 
largely from preceding elections, shows 
that the Democrats are not even hol4- 
ing their own. It is reasonably certain 


that In every Southern State there will | 


te Republican gains in 1904 over 1999. 
Parker is being summoned by his party 
leaders intc consultation over the di- 
rection of the canvass. So was Greeley 
ehbout this time in the campaign. 
Parker is to be put on the stump in 
“n week or two. Greeley also took the 
atump. There was this difference, how- 
ever, between Greeley and Parker, that 
while Greeley was an effective writer 
and talker, Parker can neither talk nor 
vrite Reyond the average of his as«o- 
ctates. The resemblances between the 
tampaign of 1994 and that of 1872 crow 
more and more close as time passes. 
As in the Greele. case, Parker was far 
less weak immediairciy after the con- 
vention which nominated him than he 
fe now, six weeks before the end of 
the campaign. The similarities be- 
tween the two canvastes are remark- 
able for their fidelity. While Parker is 
mot likely to fall as far down in the 
veting in the electoral college as Gree- 
ley went, he is tolerably certain to 
have the distinction of being beaten 
worse than any other Democratic can- 
ee has been in a third of a cen- 
ury.

laurel Cafion, known to many Ante 
Selefios for its enticing greenness 
and picturesque bits of woods, dotted 
with just enough of man's handiwork, 
in the way of pretty bee ranches and 
to show that one 
wasn't too far removed from civili- 
zation's advances, is today a fleld of 
Mack and shriveled tree trunks, hold- 
ing athwart the sky their blackened 
branches, bereft of their erstwhile fo- 
liage of green: and the bare hilisides 
stand out bleak and serried, swept of 
their covering of sagebrush, yucca and 
the mountain grasses. 

Nichols Cafion, just back of the 
western portion of Hollywood, has one 
side of its surrounding hills swept 
by the flames, and the trees and 
growth of underbrush remaining on 
the unscathed side of the cafion only 
serve to mark. more vividly the dam- 
age wrought by thé fise in its merciless 
Swoop through the passes. 

CREEPS TO HOLLYWOOD. 

At dark last night the fire had cov- 
ered a territory stretching back from 
the mouth of Laurel Cafion about two 
and a half miles, and it had swept 
over the Cahuenga range a distance 
of about two miles, and down the 
Nichols Cafion to the very edge of the 
townsite of Hollywood. 

Th> flames crept up to within 100 
feet of the beautiful foothill home of 
Cc. F. Harper, located just at the west- 
ern side of the mouth of Laurel Cafion: 
and back on the Harper lands in the 
first section of the cafion their ranch 
house had a narrow escape from burn- 
ing, as the fire reached within a few 
feet of the rear of the building. By 
hard work both these places were pre. 
served uninjured. 

The Bre was first discovered on the 
upper part of the Johnson ranch in 
Laurel Cafion, about 4 o'clock Pues- 
day afternoon. It made little progress, 
and as the winds died down with the 
sunset it was thought by residents in 
the cafion that it would soon burn it- 
self out. 

Tuesday night the wind arose again, 
and yesterday morning it was discov- 
ered that the fire had spread out and 
was assuming dangerous proportions. 
The little band of men who make their 
homes in Laurel Cafion was reinforced 
by fire fighters from Hollywood, and 
then strenuous efforts began to save 
the woods and the ranch houses. 

NARROW ESCAPES. 

So far as is known there has been 
no loss of buildings or live stock, but 
there have been narrow escapes. Pe- 


| tro Cuneo, who keeps a herd of 150 


goats in a little side cafion near the 
head of the pass, had a hard struggle 
to drive his flock to safety, and passed 
through hemmed-in pockets of crack- 
ling sagebrush and undergrowth 
when it looked as though there was 
no hope for escape, About 4 o'clock 
yesterday afternoon he came down 
from the goat ranch, singed, smoke- 
begrimed and exhausted, but happy 
because he had,taken the goats out 
over the hills to a place of safety. 

J. Seligman, a beekeeper, had to 
stand by impotently while the waves 
of tire surged through his hives; but, 
strange to say, after the flerce, rapid 
roar of flame had swept through and 
onward, he found that only two stands 
of bees had been seriously injured. 
mow they ail escaped is beyond com- 
prehension. Mr. Seligman, whose 
heart is wrapped up in the care of 
his bees, tenderly placed the worst- 
burned hive in the back of his spring 
wagon and started toward Hally- 
wood. Within a few moments the bees 
recovered from the stupor caused by 
the smoke, and then there was some- 
thing doing. Man, horse, wagon and 
the dog which followed, were sur- 
rounded by a swarm of sweetness. A 
newspaper reporter stopped in the 
road to ask of the beekeeper eoencern- 
ing the damage from tne fire, but he 
at once decided to seek information 
from other sources. Obviously, Mr. 
Seligman had no time to waste talk- 
ing. 

Other residents in Laurel Cafion 
were Messrs. Whilliemson, John De 
Graff, Prof. E. L. Watson, an aged 
hermit of $4 years, and Mr. Johnson, 
on whose place the fire started. 

. Mr. Johnson back-fired about his 
home and was believed last night to 
have his household goods protected, ai- 
though the fire was still raging at a 
point a shert way below his home at 
a late hour. 

MEN AND WOMEN FIGHT. 

After stretching up out of Laurel 
Cafion the fire ran over the hills to 
the very edge of Hollywood, and the 
slopes back of the Miller and Kays 
homes were burned bare. Here a bevy 
of men and women worked hard to 
keep the flames from sweeping around 
farther to the northeast, 

James C. Kays, who recently moved 
to his handsome home at Hollywood, 
for some time past has been sleeping 
in a tent perched on a high foothill 
back of his home. In front of the 
tent is a tall pole from which the 
American colors float. Yesterday the 
waves of fire surged upward until they 
surrounded the canvas house, and 
despite the vigorous work of tHe fight- 
ers, the western end of the house was 
scorched, and the flag was pulled 
down to save it. The tent on the hili 
was watched by many residents of 
Hollywood with great interest, and

BEAUTY SWEPT AWAY. 

Rabbits were so frightened and stu- 
pefied that they sat stupidly by the 
roadside and the dogs seized them 
while they scarcely made a movement 
to escape. Right when the fire was 
at its height a splendid gray fox loped 
down into the mouth of the cafion, and 
made directly for the ranch house ou 
the Harper lands, bounded up wn the 
porch, and after a startled look arouna, 
flarted on a long, swinging trot for 
the valley. 

Extenuing upward through the 
rel Cafion is a private water system 
belonging to the Harpers. At some 
places this is exposed on the surface 
of the earth, and the heat from the 
burning trees warped and bent this 
pipe until it broke, and the water 
poured down the cafion's bed. 

In a very few hours thé growth of 
aimost fifteen years has been swepc 
away, and one of the most popular 
picnic caéons .near Los Angeles has 
been stripped of its beauty. About 
fifteen years ago a fire broke out in 
this cafion, but old settlers say it did 
small damage comparéd with the pres- 
entrone, It is belleved that few of the 
live oaks on the Hollywood side of 
the yange can saved. 

Mr. Harper stated last night that 
he would undertake reforesting the 
Laurel Cafion again this winter if the 
ramfall were favorable. He intends 
to plant a iarge amount of pine seed, 
una believes that in a few years he 
will be able to have the dark green 
foliage of the pines showing all over 
the stretches now_so bleak and deso- 
lated by the flames of yesterday. 


MONEY ORDER CRIMINAL. 

The inspector's office of the San 
Francisco postoffice has issued a wart- 
ing against certain persons who are 
purchasing postal money orders for 
small amounts, usvally in San Fran- 
cisco and vicinity, and after chem- 
ically altering and raising the figures 
are negotiating them at lodging- 
houses, grocery stores and saloons.

REQUISITION CALLED BACK. 

Requisitions issued Monday by the 
Supply Committee for the purchase of 
100,000 sewer brick were yesterday aft- 
ernoon called in by the City 
Attorney. Later it was announced that 
the Council's order for the purchase of 
brick in the open market had been dis- 
regarded, and tbat brick for use in the 
storm drains were being delivered by 
the Independent Brick Company. — 

The City Engineer wax not told of the 
change in the programme. When he 
returned from a trip to the tunnel sec- 
tion of the outfall sewer his chief dep- 
uty informed him that the clerk of the 
Council committees had been to him 
and had demanded the brick requist- 
tions. 

“And you, of course, referred him to 
me,” said thé City Engineer.

“He said he wanted them, and I gave 
them up.”

| chase of 100,000 brick from their Banta 
Monica kilns. Those requisitions were 
to pay for the brick. 

“It now appears that the brickmak- 
ers concluded that it would make their 
record look better if they purchased the 
brick from the Los Angeles company 
and delivered them for use on the 
sewer. They made the proposal to the 
City Attorney, and he gave it his 
stamp of approval. i understand that 
the brick have been purchased and will 
be delivered tomorrow. The Los Ant- 
geles company has agreed to absolve 
me from my bargain to purchase 100,000 
brick of them; and everything is ar- 
ranged. It is of course better for the 
city to pay the $6.40 a thousand, the 
contract price, to the Independent com- 
pany direct than to pay $10 a thousand 


to the Los Angeles company, and col- 
lect it back from the Independent com- 
| pany. Still I thought it just as well to 
| hang on to those requisitions.” 

The 100,000 brick just purchased by 
the city is a small item. The city 
is still short 895,000 brick on the Sep- 
tember delivery. When the Council 
meets today in adjourned session the 
City Engineer will be asked to make 
a recommendation in regard to securing 
these brick. Yo purchase them in the 
open market at the prevailing price 
would mean a loss of over $3000 to the 
political brickmakers. 

The first installment of the 1,000,000 
brick for the November delivery will be 
due Monday. The political brickmakers 
#ay that their plant is in such shape 
that they can deliver the November 
quota, e company has enough brick 
in its kilns to make the delivery, but 
the trouble all comes when the water 
test is applied to the product of the 
kilns. The specifications call for a 
brick that will not absorb more than 
& per cent. of water. All the brick from 
the kilns of the Independent company 
have been too porous to come up to 
these specifications. 

And Joe Simons, the political brick- 
maker in the Democratic camp daily 
walks the corridors of tie City Hall 
with a large substantial smile.

2528, south, reported that he has been 
paying $2 a month for the removal! of 
his garbage and is becoming heartily 
tired of it, especially when compelled 
to pay additional taxes to provide for 
the $1725-a-month rake-off of tite 
garbage man. 

“Garbage complaints are daily be- 
coming more numerous,” said an at- 
taché of the Health Department, who 
asked that his name be not used lest 
he be accused of pernicious activity. 
“As thé city election approaches 
nearer, the garbage man grows more 
careless, or possibly employs fewer 
teams and drivers. 
has an average of at least twenty-five 
complaints a day. The inspectors ap- 
pear to be doing the best they can, 
but this is a poor time to get those 
higher up to give them any backing.

MRS. TOOSIE SHAMED. 

THE GUIRADO DIVORCE CASE. 

There was a red-hot session yester- 
cay when the cross-complaint in the 
Guirado divorce case was exploited in 
Judge York's court. Mra. Tooste Gui- 
rado was suing Dr. Ralph Guirado for 
divorce on the ground of cruelty, and 
told the court that he slept with a 
pistol under his pillow and repeatedly 
threatened her with it; had cursed 
her, called her opprobrious names and 
said he would kill her. 

The doctor, who has conducted a 
drug store in an outside district, was 
not content to let his young and good- 
looking wife have her divorce without 
having his say, and yesterday he 
pitched hot shot into the camp of the 
opposition. 

Dr. Guirado has been very much in 
evidence for a long time, and when he 
took a shot at a woman named Sadie 
Robinson he ran against the crimi- 
nal end of the law. ‘That case, how- 
ever, Was the District 
Altorney last leaving the 
druggist to fight his divorce suit with 
undisturbed serenity. 

The mother of the wife was a star 
witness for her, and said her daugh- 
ter had dwindled away until she was 
merely an animated skeleton while liv. 
ing with Guirado. He was all right 
and kind to both her and her daugh- 
ter unti] the witness sold her baker 
store and refused to hand the money 
over to him, and then he turned round 
and became cruel and abusive, she 
charged. 

The wife made .out a reasonably 
strong case had it been standing alone, 
but Guirado called to the stand one 
Martin G. Schirin, and he proved 
a thorn in the flesh to the plaintiff 
wife. He stated that he bad been 
very friendly—exceedingly friendly— 
with Mrs. Guirado before and after 
her marriage, and she told him that 
she was marrying to get a good home 
for herself and mother. That after 
they were married six or seven months 
she'd drop something in the doctor's 
tea, and then—exit Dr. Guirado. 

That was pretty lurid testimony, but 
it didn’t feaze Mre. Guirado. hen 
Schirin went on under protest to te 
bit by bit many unpleasant details. 
He said that the plaintiff called at 
his place and sometimes acted a little 
out ofthe way. She sat in his lap, 
and he and she had acted Improperly. 

This kind of thing was repeated and 
the witness appealed to the court, ask- 
ing if he was compelled to answer. 
Judge York told him there was only 
one way to escape answering—to re- 
fuse answering on the ground that to 
co so would incriminate himself.

RKER ON PENSIONS. 

: Perhaps the weakest part of 
Judge « Parker's weak lettes of 
acceptance is that portion devoted to 
Pension Order No. 78. The Demo- 
cratic nominee condemns this order, 
and denies the right of the Executive 
tg make such an order; yet he virtu- 
ally concedes that the plan of service 
pensions is right in principle, by de- 


Claring that if elected he will revoke 


Order No. 78 and will contribute his 
@fforts toward the enactment of “a 
jaw to be passed by both houses of 
Congress and approved by the Exec- 
utive, that will give an age pension, 
without reference to disability, to the 
surviving heroes of the Civil War.” 
Having made this unqualified decla- 
ration in favor of the principle of be- 
stowing an age pension on every vet- 
eran of the Civil War, “without refer- 
ence to disability,” after the applicant 
bas reached a certain age, the ques- 
tion becomes pertinent, “What 
age?” Order No. 78, about which 
so much complaint has been made 
the Democratic camp, fixes 
age for a half pension, or 


six dollars per month, at sixty-two. 
years; eight dollars per month 
at sixty-five years; ten dollars 


per month after sixty-eight years; 
and twelve dollars per month 
after seventy years. The  coun- 
try would very much like to hear 
from Judge Parkeras to theterms of 
the law to which he would “contribute 
his efforts” to have enacted if he 
should be elected. How much above 
sixty-two years would he place the 
age of half disability? At what age 


‘would he consider a man as totally 


disabled on account of age? These 
are interesting and pertinent ques 
tions. 

Inasmuch as Judge Parker saw fit

Furthermore, in order 
that there may be no lack of oppor- 
tunity in the premises, The Times 
hereby tenders to Judge Parker the 
full and free use of its columns for 
the purpose. What age, jedge? | 

Considerable Democratic talk (all of 
it insincere,) has been indulged in 
concerning the President's alleged 
“violation of the Constitution and the 
law” in authorizing and approving the 
pension order in question. Now, the 
only violation of the Constitution of 
which the President can have been 
guilty in this connection would be in 
neglecting to execute a law of Con- 
gress. The charge that he has been 
thus guilty is so tenuous that it will 
not bear its own weight. The war- 
rant for Order No. 78 is found in the 
act of Congress of June 27, 1390, as 
amended. It provides, in effect, that 
all persons who served ninety days 
or more in the Civil War, and who 
have been honorably discharged, “and 
who are now or who may hereafter be 
suffering from any mental or physical 
disability or disabilities of a perma- 
nent character, not the result of their 
own vicious habits, which so incapaci- 
tates them from the performance of 
manual labor as to render them un- 
able to earn a support, shall be 
placed on the list of invalid pen- 
sioners of the United States, and 
be entitled to receive a pension not 
exceeding twelve dollars per month 
and not less than six dollars per 
month,- proportioned to the degree of 
inability to earn a support; and in de- 
termining such inability each and 
infirmity shall be duly con- 
sidered, and the aggregate of the dis- 


abilities shown be rated,” etc. 


Surely, bere is ample warrant for 
the issuance of Order No. 78. It is of 
little consequence whether other 
Presidents had construed the law as 
the present Executive construed it or 
not. President Cleveland's adminis-

Therefore, the 
order will stand, unless Judge Parker 
should be elected President. In that 
improbable event, the question of age 
pensions will become pertinent.

HICAGO CHILDREN STRIKE. 

Frederick W. Job, secretary of the 
Chicago Employers’ Association, re- 
cently described Chicago as‘a “boiling, 
seething pot of industrial hell, where 
thugs resort to assassination to intimi- 
date honest labor.” This characteri- 
zation of Chicago was an apt one. Mr. 
Job has ‘lived in the Windy City for 
some years. He has been in the midst 
of the industrial battle, and he there- 
fore knows whereof he affirms. 

One of the latest ebullitions of the 
“seething, boiling pot” referred to by 
Mr. Job, was a “strike” of school chil- 
dren at the McAllister public school. 
Some fifty boy pickets, none of them 
over 15 years of age, were stationed 
e@bout the school and prevented pupils 
from entering. Outside of the cordon 
of pickets “a crowd of 700 boys and 
girls hooted and yelled at the teachers, 
looking from the school windows.” 


wore @ badge of some sort upon which 
was conspicuously displayed the word 
“union.” Some of these badges were 
mre scraps of paper, while others were 
‘union buttons secured from their fath- 
ers. Many of the “strikers” carried 
| clubs, and threatened with violence any 
child who dared to enter the school 
yard. The hullabaloo was caused by a 
mistaken belief that one of the assist- 
ant kindergarten teachers was colored. 

It is hardly surprising that this thing 
should have happened in Chicago; for 
it is in Chicago that unionism has 
been carried to such extremes that it 
has become a term almost synonymous 
with anarchism. Quite naturally, the 
half-grown generation imitates the 
practices of the full-grown generation. 
So long have the Chicago authorities 
permitted the thugs and vanda'ls of the 
unions to have their way in the city, 
that growing children have apparently 
become imbued with the idea that the 
aforesaid thugs and vandals are in 
reality the rulers of the land, and 
that the civil authorities are mere fig- 
ureheads. Children are naturally 
imitative, and where they see the laws 
constantly violated rather than en- 
forced, it is not in the least to be won- 
dered at that they should become vio- 
lators of the law at a tender age. In 
doing 60, they are merely imitating the 
acts of their elders. Having observed 
that the latter commit grave crimes 
and escape punishment, the children in- 
fer, by a simple and natural process of 
réasoning, that they can do the same 
thing. 
, It is a disgrace to Chicago—this

PPOSITION TO PARKER. 

The “Anti-Parker Democratic Na- 
tional Veague” just organized in Chi- 
cago, with the announced object of en- 
listing in its ranks every Democrat op- 
posed to the Democratic Presidentia! 
nominee, starts off with a membership, 
it is claimed, of 10,000. It is an- 
nounced that the league will have 
branches In every county in the North- 
ern States, and in a good many of the 
Southern States. That this antl-Parker 
movement is of respectable parentage 
is evident from the names of the prin- 
cipal executive officers, which is given 
as follows: President, A. W. Mas- 
well, former chairman of the’ lowa 
Democratic State Committee; vice- 
president, Thomas N. Haskins, former 
member of the Illinois State Commit- 
tee;, secretary, George P. Locke, for- 
mer chairman of the Kansas State Ex- 
ecutive Committee; treasurer, Michael 
D. Callahan of the Chicago and West- 
ern Indiana Rallroad. 

Secretary Locke outlines the princi- 
pal objects of the league as follows: 
“To get in touch with every Democr&t 
who is opposed to the election of 
Parker; to work agaipst the undemo- 
cratic element that controlled the St. 
Louis convention; and to reorganize the 
Democratic party so that it will be in 
a position to elect a Democratic can- 
didate when-one of Democratic priact- 
plies is nominated four years hence.” 

There is some danger, perhaps, that 
if the Democratic party is subjected to 
the process of reorganization too often 
it may be reorganized out of existence 
—which would indeed, as all will ad- 
mit, be a serious calamity. But this 
proposed anti-Parker reorganization 
movement is setting in pretty early io 
the campaign, and it is more likely 
to cause the Democratic managers a 
lot of trouble before the campaign is 
ended. “It “goes without saying’ that 
the Democratic managers already have 
enough troubles to contend with, and 
that this newly-threatened trouble will 
probably be in the nature of a super- 
fluity. But, as the qld maxim says,

dured.” 

This marked defection In the Demo- 
eratic ranks is of only passing inter- 
est to Republicans. Whether it be 
confined to Chicago or be extended 
throughout the country will make Mt- 
tle difference so far as the Repub!ican 
campaign goes.

By 
over-confidence, and failure to go to 
the polls as they ought, Republican 
euccess might and would be imperiled.

Daily r reports, 
September 21, 19064. From United States 
Consul Covert, Lyon, France,” shows as 
follows: At a recent meeting of the 
Academy of Sciences of France, held 
Yt Paris, M. Henri Moissan presented 
a paper concerning the preparation and 
characteristics of a new carbon com- 
pound containing molybdenum. This 
compound is obtained by heating char- 
coal with melted molybdenum and 
aluminum in an electric furnace. The 
resultant metallic mags is treated with 


a concentrated solution of potash, and 
, needles of well defined crystals of the 
new carbon compound are obtained. 
The substance is very hard, is hardly 
attacked by acids other than nitric, and 
is not decomposed by water or steam ut 
a temperature below 600 deg. C. It re- 
sembles the carburet of tungsten, si-

Moissan i# a hard-working, 
truthful scientist. He succeeded in 
making artificial dlamonds, after many 
others failed. “Molissan succeed in pro- 
ducing very small. crystals by subject- 
ing molten cast iron containing carbon 
to very great pressure. This pressure 
was secured by the rapid chilling of the 
surface of the iron, from which con- 
traction of the chilled layer on the still 
liquid center followed. The crystals so 
produced are very small, and have no 
commercial value, but the process is 
one of great ecientific interest, and may 
lead to something more.”

ANSWER. All of us are seeking 
“for information” (knowledge.) The 
following reply is not entirety original. 
Much of ‘tt is found in works on miner- 
alogy and chemistry. If the facts set 
forth, be of interest to you and other 
petrons of The Times, the objective 
point will have been obtained. 

as Mohs's scale of, hardness Is made 
up of the following ten minerals: 

First, talc (foliated vartety:) second, 
gypsum or halite (crystallized,) halite 
being chloride of sodium (common salt;) 
third, calcite, crystallized (calcium car- 
bonate:) fourth, fluorite, crystallised, 
(known also as flour spar;) fifth, apa- 
tite, crystallized (a phosphate and flour- 
ide of calcium with chlorine:) sixth, 
feldspar, (variety Adularia;) seventh, 
quarts, crystallized; eighth, topaz; 
ninth, corundum; tenth, diamond. 

(2.) The seales of fusibility, in order, 
advised, are “Plattners,” which consists 
of minerals, first, such as fuse to a bead 
easily, and such as fuse with difficulty; 
second, minerals that fuse on the edge, 
easily, and those that so fuse with d4iffi- 
culty; third, minerals that are infustble. 
Von Kobell's scale is made up as fol- 
lows: First, strfbrite, fusible in candle 
flame in coarse splinters; second, natro- 
lite. fusible in candle flame in fine 
splinters; easily fused before the blow- 
pipe in coarse fragments; third, alman- 
dite, (iron-alumina garnet.) infusible in 
candle flame, quite fusible B.B. in 
coarse fragments; fourth, actinolite,

Splinters; fifth, orthoclase (potassium 
feldspar,) fusible in fine splinters; sixth, 
bronzite, only rounded on the edges in 
very fine splinters. 
(3.) Ores, minerals and metals dif- 
fer in many ways. In color, we have 
hematite, the bright red peroxide of 
iron; lomonite, the yellow oxide; white 
alabaster, for statuary purposes; cinna- 
bar, (vermillion;) chaleopyrite (some- 
times called yellow copper,) a sulphide 
of copper and iren. Many minerals 
possesses a metallic luster, a mirror re- 
tlects a metallic luster, so do the metals. 
The alkaYes and alkali-earths, gener- 
ally, show an earthy luster. Po 1t4- 
sium and sodium are metals, their hy- 
drated oxides, known as caustic potash 
and caustic soda, respectively are alka- 
lies (fixed alkalies.) Ammonia is a vol- 
atile alkali, possessing a Wrong affin- 
ity for water and capable of neutraliz- 
ig the corrosive qualities of acids, it 
was formerly known as the “animal 
alkali,” because oné of its constituents 
is nitrogen, found in decaying animal 
substances, In rotten cabbage, apples 
and so forth. Minerals, ores and metais 
differ in chemical affinity. By mixing 
a little magnesia and lime together, and 
then pouring some hydrochloric acid 
over the mixture, the lime will all dis- 
solve in the acid before even a trace 
of magnesia is taken up. Place a piece 
of tron in nitric acid, deep red fumes 
are expelled from the acid, finally the 
iron disappears, having been taken up 
by the acid in place of the substances 
that were expelled tn the fumes. The 
fame effect takes place if we use copper 
instead of iron. If the, copper and iron 
are placed together in the acid there is 
no action upon the’copper until all of 
the fron has been dissolved, this re- 
action is known as “chemical affia‘'y/ 
The hydrochloric acid preferring the 
Ume to the magnesia. The nitric acid 
takes, first the iron. Nitric acid dis- 
solves copper alone, giving off fumes 
of nitrous acid, whereby the acid makes 
room for the copper, but if iron and 
copper are placed together, in the acid, 
then the acid takes up the tron first, 
hence chemical affinity is elective. The | 
copper taken up by nitric acid, with the 
expulsion of nitrous acid fumes, is an 
example of “decomposition,” of “chemi- 
ca) force” with the generaation of elec- 
tricity. Powder some flint, sand, chal- 
cedony, agate, chert, hornstone, jcaper 
or silicified .wood (each and all being 
“quartz”) add some dilute bydrochioric 
acid to the powder, no chemical action 
takes place. Marble (caicium carbon- 
ate) would be dissolved by such acid, 
thus, minerals differ tn chemical reac- 
tion. Pipe clay will adhere to the 
tongue. Sulphates of iron, alumina or 
copper, found on some hanging walls in 
mines, taste nauseous and metallic. 
Minerals, and metals differ irf 
odor. By ‘heating arsenic so-called 
“garlic fumes” are produced. Selenides, 
so treated, give the odor of decaying 
horse radish. Fetid baryte, stinkstone 
(anthraconite) when rubbed with a 
stone, or struck with a hammer, pro- 
duce the smell of rotten eggs (hydro- 
gen sulphide.) Some varieties of zinc 
(blende,) when scraped with a knife 
point, show a luminous flame. (A va- 
diety from the Horn silver mine, Utah, 
has this peculiarity.) We can see 
through varieties of calcite, gypsum, 
uariz, topaz, the diamond, etc., such 
are Calcite, when burned, 
produces ifme. Gypsum, when calcined 
and powdered forms ‘‘plaster of paris.” 
Baryte (heavy spar) has great weight. 
Kieselguhr (a float stone, aad a d‘u- 
tomaceous th of California and else- 
where,) is very light. Hence minerals 
differ in weight (or gravity.) To find 
the specific gravity (water being the ex- 
ception,) divide the weight in air by 
the loss in water; the quotient ts the 
specific gravity. When metals are 
found native it means in the metallic 
state “free.”’ The ores of metals are 
generally the oxides, cafbonates, chlo- 
rides, sulphides, selenides, tellurides 
and their modifications. The names of 
substances ending In ate, belong to the 
hydrous class and combined with acid. 
“Ending in ite, ide or uret, they are 
known as anhydrous.” Ite signifies less 
degree of some chemical. In ide or uret 
-there is no free acid. Magnetite is a 
native magnet (lodestone.) Minerals 
differ in crystallization (solidification.) 
Some are hydrates «hydrous containing 
moisture.) Others are anhydrous (an- 
hydrate, anhydrite, containing no mots- 
ture.) More of interest could be writ- 
ten, 


AMERICAN WINE. 


Much of It is Now Drunk by Immi- 
grants from Many European 
Countries. 


[New York Sun:] The United States 
produces more ga.lons of wine to the 
acre of vineyard than either France or 
Italy. Its wine product has increased 
enormously of recent years. 

The quality of the wine, too, has 
been improved, but the yearly Con- 
sumption of wine in this country, 
which twenty-five years ago was forty, 
seven hundredths of a gallon per cap- 
ita, was last year only forty-nine hun- 
dredths, notwithstanding the increase 
in the development of vineyards. In 
the same period the consumption of 
malt liquors increased from 6.68. gal- 
jons per capita to 18 gallons. ‘ 

The explanation of the difference is 
the general indifference of Americans 
to wine a& a beverage. No European 
country drinks so little per capita— 
even those countries which, un:ike 
the United States, are not wine pro- 


ducers. 

Although the amount of American 
wine drunk per capita has increased 
little in the United States while the 
product of American vineyards has 
been increasing enormously, a foreign 
market for American wihes has not 
been found necessary. The reason ‘for 
this is found In the foreign immigra- 
tion during the past fifteen or twenty 
years.

At Least Thirty Thousand 
Dollars Foundation. 


Special Banquet of M. & M, 
a Lively Scene. 


“Shall there be a Fiesta de Los An- 
geles in 19057" was the momentous 
question that seventy-five members of 
Merchants’ and Manufacturers’ 
»Association gathered at the banquet 
board at Levy's last night to consider. 

. edly, yes,” was the result of 
the meeting, summed up in brief. 

While the decision was tentative, fn 
@ way, inasmuch as an amendment 
was made to the original affirmative 
motion providing that the formal! vote 
Geciaring the flesta to be a “go” for 
1905 be, left to the board of directors of 
the assoplation, the boom for the cele- 
bration *is now practically launched. 

Only enthusiasm for the revival of the 
time-honored flesta was manifesied by 
the represemative gathering of solid 
business men.

RIDGE FIRED 
BY WRECKERS. 


FLAMES DISCOVERED IN TIME TO 
PREVENT DISASTER. 

- Enemies of Santa Fe Guilty of 
Numerous Depredations Near San 
Bernardino—Rancher Attacked and 
Seriously Injured by Vicious 
Fire = a Pullman. 


SAN BERNARDINO, Sept. 28.—An 
attempt was made to burn t Santa 
Fé bridge which spans Lytl¢ Creek, 


half a mile southwest of town, at a late 
hour last night, and it would have 
been successful but for the timely dis- 
covery of the fire by George Weir, who 
telephoned the night chief dispatcher, 
and an alarm of fire brought out the 
company’s department. By the time 
the department arrived the flames were 
bursting from beneath the bridge, 
threatening the entire structure. 

As soon as Weir had alarmed the of- 
ficials he and his son went to investi- 
gate the fire. They found at the base 
of one of the old timber foundations 
@ pile of wood, which had been placed 
against the timbers and ignited. From 
the way the fire was burning it was 
evident that the flames had started 
from beneath the pile, and could not 
have been caused by cinders dropping 
from an engine crossing the bridge. 

The special officers have no direct 
clue, nor are they willing to state em- 
phatically what might have been the 
motive, though from the constant dep- 
redations committed upon the compa- 


ny’s property here it is easily guessed 


that they believe that the strike situ- 
ation may have something to do with 
the incendiarism. 
BULL ALMOST KILLED HIM. 
James Cardiff, a wealthy rancher re- 
siding on the old Waterman homestead, 
east of this place, had a narrow escape 
a frightful death in an encounter 
With a vicious Jersey bull today. He 
had just returned from town and had 
turned his horse into the pasture when 
the bull made for him. Before he 
could escape he was knocked down. 
The bull dropped on its knees and tried 
its best to gore him. Fortunately, a 
few days before he had had the points 
of the horns sawed off. He seized the 
creature by the ring in its nose and 
managed to hold its head in such a po- 
sition that his body was between the 
horns, but the pressure of the head 
on his chest crushed in the ribs, break- 
ing several. Finally he managed to get 
to his feet, and still gy - the furi- 
ous creature by the ring, fought and 
struggied with it until he had reached 
a fence, alo which he went for sev- 
eral feet, stilt struggling, and reaching 
a pest with a rope on it managed tv 
place the rope through the ring. As 
he was tying the creature it brought 
its weight to bear in an attempt to 
crush him against the post, but by 
holding the ring to one side he man- 
aged to prevent the bull from bringing 
its head squarely against the post. 
All this time the animal was bellovr- 
ing furiously. After it had been tied 
Cardiff stepped to one side, and the 
creature, with a vicious effort to again 
attack him, pulled the ring from its 
nose, seeing which Cardiff, too exhaust- 
ed to continue the fight, leaned heavily 
against the fence, vainly trying to sum- 
mon help. The pain to the bull caused 
hy breaking the ring through its nose 
robbed it of all desire to further con- 
tinue the attack, and bellowing it fled 
across the field. Cardiff is now con- 
fined to his bed, his ribs broken. his 
neck sprained and his body one mass 
of bruises, and threatened with pneu- 
monia.

PLACE FOR SITE. 


LIBRARY BOARD UNANIMOUS, 
TO SEE COUNCIL TODAY. 

Movement May be Opposed on the 
Ground that This Location is Not 
at All Central, and Would incon- 
venience Many Patrons — Faker 

Turns Profit on*insurance Deal. 


This morning a committee frem the 
Library Board will go before the Clty 
Council and recommend that the O'Dea 
property, located at the corner of 
Eleventh and Flower streets and run- 
ning clear through to Figueroa, be pur- 
chased for the erection ef a new li- 


brary building. 

A meeting of the beard was held 
last night. Those present were Dr. 
Trueworthy, the chairman, and mem- 
bers I, B. Dockweller, Willoughby Rod- 
man and 8S. Hecht, besides the libra- 
rian, Mies Mary L. Jones. All these 
were unanimously in favor of the site 
just mentioned, and Dr. Trueworthy 
said that it was his positive belief that 
it would be purchased. 

It is understood that an option on it 
can be had for $80,000, and the board 
believes that if it is once securéd pub- 
lic-spirited citizens will come to the 
front with funds for the erection of an 
ornate and suitable building. If not, 
they think that a bond Issue could ve 
floated. Messrs, Rod Hecht «and 
Trueworthy will appear in the Alder- 
manic session this forenoon to, plead 
the cause of location, 

There are’ many who are pronounced- 
ly against moving out “into the coun- 
try’ to the O'Dea lands. One of these. 
& public-spirited citizen whose name 
has been associated with almost eve:y 
movement for the betterment of Los 
Angeles for years past, said yesterday 
afternoon: “The location of the O'Dea 
property is not central by any means, 
and the first requisite of a piece of 
land for a public library is that it 
shall be equally accessible to all the 
residents of the city. Central Park is 
an ideal location, but if this could not 
be secured, there ie land near it walt- 
ing for such a structure. How about 
the land now eccupled by Hazard’s Pa- 
villon, or—-better still—the lots at the 
vacant southwest corner of Fifth and 
Olive streets, now owned, I believe, by 
Dr. Bullard’? Here is a frontage of 
ninety feet and a depth of 200, big 
enough for the purposes of any library 
we might build.” 

The board argues, however, that the 
need for a new library site is very ur- 
gent and immediate, and that not an- 
other book can be purchased for {he 
present cramped rooms with the surety 
that it can find a place upon theg 
shelves.
